got in the cabbage. Then It was recalled 
that a certain deadly worm has invaded 
tbe cabbage beds of South-east Georgia, 
saturating the plants with a peculiar 
poison of its own and causing a number 
of deaths of those who eat of the af- 
fected cabbage. 


A farmer In White connty, Georgia, 


discovered the worm m gathering cab- 
bage. It was about two Inches long and 
about the slxe of a needle. He says 
when he touched the leaf tbe worm, 
whleb was on It, licked out Its tongue 
like a snake aud acted in every way like 
a reptile. He sent tbe worm to the 
State chemist who reported that it con- 
tained enough poison to kill fifteen per- 
sons. 


Tbe worm isso small that it Is hard 


for housewives to Snd it when preparing 
cabbage ior cooking. The Hanover Re- 
cord states that a lady of that town 
while cutting cabbage recently came 
upon a worm in tbe heart of tbe bead 
which tallied exactly with the description 
of the worm found in Georgia. This 
lady said she knew of several other per- 
sons who bave found similar worms in 
tbelr cabbage.

What Uw Slate 
Agricultural 
Deparlmen 


Advitts to Prevent the 


Blight. 


The reports that have come from dlf 


ferent parts of the county indicate tha 
the potato rot has been prevalent In Ad 
ama County. One farmer reports tha 
be gathered thirty-five bushels and threw 
awny lc a few week! time fourteen bash 
els by actual connt. Some of our farm 
«rs say that the rot has almost stopped 
and expect to save the potatoes that now 
remain, while other assert that every 
time they go over their potato crop the; 
remove many rotten ones. 


The State Agucultural departmen 


has sent out the following bullltin on thi 
subject. 


"Will spraying successfully preven 


potato rot (blight) in a wet season such 
as we have this year?" 


This fall there is an unusual loss from 


Potato Rot. This is due to the presence 
o! a fungus which can infect other pota 
toes under certain conditions, as we havi 
recently proven by sticking a knife bladi 
first into a rotteu potato, then into a 
good one ; then sterilizing the knife by 
heat and again sticking it into a good 
tuber. The former decayed and the lat- 
ter did not, showing that the germs of 
decay or the Rot Fungus, bad been con 
veyed on the knife blade in the first ex- 
periment. 


The Kot has been worse than usual 


this fall, for three reasons: I. The wet 
weather has favored the development of 
the Blight Fungus which caoaea it. 2 
Constant recent rains bave rendered par- 
tially Ineffective 
the applications of 


Bordeaux mixture which destroys this 
blight. 3. The wet ground and hot sun 
are favorable to the rapid destruction of 
the tuber by the rot, while in the 
ground. 


Only we who arc studying these sub 


jects and hear the many calls for help 
can realize how enormous is the ioss to 
the potato growers by the rot this fall. 
Hundreds of thousands of bushels of 
this food for mankind have been thus 
lost daring the present season. It is no 
wonder that tbe call for help has come 
from many persons in each county in 
this State. Unfortunately, it is now too 
late to enable us to render satisfactory 
assistance this year, yet if we do nothing 
more now than to take this timely op- 
portunity to enforce the importance of 
applying the proper preventives in due 
time next summer this bulletin may 
prove of great value to all who will then 
make use of Its present teachings. 


The rot of the tuber starts as a disease 


or blight of the leaf, and it gradually 
kills tbe leaven and works down the 
stems to the tubers. This is to be 
com- 


pared with the well-known destruction 
of sweet potatoes through the vines by 
frost, although the original cause is not 
the same. We well remember cutting 
sweet potato vines in the early morn- 
ing to prevent injury to the root by 
the effects of the frost. After tbe blight 
rot has entered tbe tuber of the Irish or 
White Potato little can be done to save 
it, but rotting may be greatly retarded 
by keeping them as dry and cool as poai- 
ble. If tbe potatoes were healthy It 
would be advisable to leave them in the 
ground for about ten days to ripen or 
"sw-isoD," as it has been proven that by 
this means they keep batter. Yet, such 
a season aa this, when they are already 
inclined to rot, and tbe ground is wet 
and the sen hot, it ia better to get them 


out of the ground as soon as possible 
after tbe vines are dead or dying. ,Pick 
out and bury all that are rotten, and nse 
at once those that are partly spoiled 
putting away only sound potatoes. Aa 
they are put into tha bins sprinkle wel 
air slacked lime and sulphur, using one 
part of the latter to about twenty of thi 
former. Look over tbe entire lot occaa 
tonally and remove those that are spoiled 
from the good ones.

This effect can also be produced 
by the sun, but necessarily not so rap- 
id, as the beat of that luminary, al- 
though more Intense, Is not concentrat- 
ed sufficiently to produce tlie result. 
Tbe sun also exercises a bleaching in- 
fluence which consumes the oxide al- 
most as fast as it Is formed, leaving 
ttie shell n lute or nearly pure lime.
